ihat even with a good water pressure 
the fire department was unable to 
cheek the progress of the flames. The 
Portland v as a veritable fire-trap, and 
offered the best of kindling? for the be- 


intiinp of a conflagration. 
Hie entire town was quickly set into 


a panic bv this fire, for they had not 
recovered fiom their terrible experi- 
ence of last Saturday. 
Without delay 


everybody began to prepare to pack 
up and get away, but so rapidly was 
the progress of the flames that the 
people soon became panic-stricken and 
chaos ensued. It is absolutely impos- 
sible to describe the scenes which fol- 
lowed until the fiames had spent their 
powers 


Tcdius were lashed up and down the 


streets by excited men; people with 
bundles and papers were running pell 
mell to the northward; shouts, the 
booming of the flames the crashing of 
falfen timbers follow ing the explosions 
of dynamite, all made one ominous, 
unintelligible roar. 


At the first hint of looting tho prop- 


erty the police, aided bv the cituens, 
gave prompt notice that death would 
be the fate of all thieves, and the story 
w as afloat early that several thieves 
had already been shot and their bod- 
ies left to be cremated m the confla- 
gration. Rumors of many lives lost 
added to the general consternation, 
and when the boilers of the Palace ho- 
tel exploded, killing and injuring sev- 
eial people, the panic-stricken, crazed 
and excited citizens rushed about 
without apparent purpose of object. 


The fiie oiigmated in the kitchen of 


the Portland hotel, which stood on 
Second street, between Warren and 
Myers avenue Back of it was a lum- 
ber yard and several small buildings 
In an hour's time the roof of the hotel 
had fallen in and the flames were leap- 
ing across the adjoining blocks. 


liooth'b f urniture store was blown 


up by dynamite in an effort to check 
the fire, but in vain. The Maloney 
building was next wrecked, the Fair, 
a restaurant and then the Palace drug 
store opposite the Palace hotel on the 
second corner above the Portland. 


Across Second street the Masonic 


temple, a two-story brick, stayed the 
progress eastward, and heroic efforts 
were made to prevent its burning. 


By this time every body on Myers and 


Bennett avenues and on six adjacent 
blocks began to move out. East of 
Ihird street embers falling ignited the 
temporary buildings hastily set up on 
the first burned district. 


l!y four o'clock the whole town was 


ablaze, and above Carr ave nue people 
were moving out their household 
,gpods. 


On the corner of Second and Ben- 


nett stood the Bimetallic national 
bank, and next to it. in the Cripple 
'Creek mining exchange, was the tern 
parary homo of the First national 
bank. All the money was locked «p 
in the vaults and the place was 
Abandoned when the flames crowded 
the .clerks out. 


North of the banks were the tele- 


(Ti'aph and telephone offices which had 
to be Abandoned. 


Late in the afternoon the wind 


reefed around to the east, driving the 
course of the conflagration to the 
more sparsely built-up residence dis- 
trict, and the fire died out, leaving the 
big-li school building the only one of 
any size remaining.

WASHINGTON, April 39.—The statue 


of Father Marquette, placed by the 
state of Wisconsin in the National 
Hall of Statuary in the capitol, was 
to-day officially presented to and ac- 
cepted by the senate. Eulogies of the 
good priest were pronounced by the 
two Wisconsin senators,, Mitchell and 
Vilas; by Mr. Kyle, of South Dakota, 
and by Mr. Palmer, of Illinois. Mr. 
Mitchell spoke of the Jesuits in North 
America as "The transcendent heroes 
of the advancing army of civilization," 
and described Father Marquette as 
"the 
ona great historic character of 


Wisconsin, whose name would shine 
the brighter as time goss on."' 


Mr. Vilas spoke of himras "the gen- 


tle, high soulod, fearless priest and 
preacher; the discoverer of the Mississ- 
ippi; a nobleman with soul lifted up to 
God; a man to do without boasting, 
the deeds that heroes do," and said 
that it was such as he that congress 
spoke when it marked for this special 
honor (a place in statuary hall) per- 
sons illustrious for historic renown. 


Mr. Kyle praised the saintly char- 


acter and unselfishness of Father Mar- 
quette, and that he had given his life 
for those he loved, and Mr. Palmer 
spoke of him as the representative of 
courage, resolution and devotion to the 
elevation of humanity. There was no 
expression of opposition to the accept- 
ance of the statue. 


After this matter was disposed of 


the naval appropriation bill was taken 
up, and the remainder of the session 
was given up to political speeches. 


Mr. Teller, (Col.) announced iu un- 


mistakable terras his resolution to

claim of Great Britain regarding the 
Venezuelan boundary is just or unjust, 
it can be settled for a certainty that not 
an inch of the land will she give up 
without a struggle and a hard struggle. 
The reason is very simple: the life, the 
bone and ejnew of British Guiana is the 
pold interest, and the richest gold fields 
are in the territory most directly in the 
dispute—that on the coast just south of 
the Orinoco river. To understand why 
that is so one needs to know the geo- 
graphical conditions of the country. 


British Guiana was made by the con- 


tinual denudation of a heavy rain of 100 
to 130 inches annually causing floods 
which rise to from 20 to 30 feet above the 
level of the dry season, nnd these floods 
washed down the land from the high 


were good guns there it would be fit 
enough, but the only useful weaponBin 
the place are two Maxim guns—they 
have been imported within the last four 
months. There are no troops here and 
the militia and the police of the colony 
combined amount to less than 1,000 
men. In the disputed territory there 
are practically only a handful of miners, 
and they are unarmed. 


It is claimed by the British govern- 


ment that, exclusive of government in- 
stitutions, there are over 50,000 subjects 
of the queen in Esscqueto county aloue. 
In reality, if a line were drawn south 
from the Marooca river, it would be 
found that there are not more than 2,000 
actual settlers between that and the 
Schomburgh line, perhaps not more 
than 1,000. 


Prom this it will be seen that the 


British claim about the homes of her 
subjects in the disputed territory is 
very weak, and would hold very little 
water before an arbitration commis- 
sion. And because of the uncertainty of 
their claim the people here are decided- 
ly against arbitration, except regarding 
that part of the land which is not pro- 
ducing gold. They are now and will 
keep on using every influence they can 
bring to bear upon the home govern-
